mere mony at Dover: upon which in ay 1625, I wrote to then Lord Treaſurer the matter of 
Fat, and his Lordſhip by Mr. Gzy ordered the Commiilioners of the Cuſtomes rc 
dire& their Officers to permit me to take the Weoll as appraiſed (I paytng the Charge J 
and bring it up to Lendor, to be fold to the Clothiers. In purſuance thereof, after I hac 
condemned the Wooll at my own charge, and paid the King's motety into the Exchequer, a 
remitted money to Dover, and paid the Officers molety, with all rreir charge there, 
ordered it to be brought up: And having ſerled things at Dover, as I thought well, and ex 
hibited ſeveral Informations 1in the Exchequ-r on the Forfietures of Zs. per.

That I have indited ncar 20 of the Exporters at the Aſſizes, 
at Maidffton in Kent ; and ſome of them a ſecond time, for that 
they had ſtolen Wool! that had bcen feized, and exported the 
ſame; and alſo indired about 10 of thole in the Ryors before- 
mentioned, in the ſeveral Athdavits at the ſame Aſſhizes. 
And tkewife about 12 I] have inditedat the Afſizes at Hoſ- 
fom in Svſſex, tor the laid Rot ; and in a faire way to diſco- 
ver and proſecute nar 20 more of them, which in all pro- 
bability may put a great ſtop ro this Mitcheif at preſent, if » 
not to much diſcouraged as hitherto; to inſtance only the 
Bu now depending, which 1 have atrended this Six Months, 
with no {mall dithculty, not only being oppoled at the ſeve- 
ral Commutrees ( which in all hath beca 19 Adjournments ) 
and Perſonally by ſome Falcely accuſed, as being a great 
Rogue, and an Exporter of Wool! my lelt ; this fome of you 
nath been Eye and Eare Witnelles of ; you cannot but think 
it hard, and aiter ali to be Laught at by ſome ot the fame 
Perions and lome others; to have nv mannor of recompence, 
not lo much as my daily Pocket expences; nay not fo much 
as to pay patlage by Water 1a this time; which I have ough- 
ten 1mes tould fore of you, that had I had the neceffary ex- 
pences 11 atten ling the BY, it had palt 1nto a Law a bove 
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upou it, purpolely as Its laid by lome to junder the Bz//: $0
